(viii) Against any final order of the Disciplinary Com¬ 
mittee, the aggrieved party may appeal to the 
Council of Management within 1J days from the 
date of receipt of the Order /decision. The appellant 
shall, unless exempted in whole or in part by the 
Council of Management or President or Executive 
Director, deposit with the Exchange the fuil amo nt 
if any ordered to be paid Including fine*, penalties, 
etc. and a deposit ceniflcate/receipt shall be annex¬ 
ed to the appeal, 

(ixj The Council of Management has the powers to set 
aside or vary the terms of the final order of the 
Disciplinary Committee and/or punishment and 
the decision of the Council of Management ahall 
be final and binding on the Erring Member. 


(x) The Orders of the Disciplinary Committee pertain¬ 
ing to the payment of any fines, penalities or any 
remissions to be made or any shares /securities to 
be delivered shall take effect immediately from the 
date of the order being Gerved upon the Erring 
Member. Any other punishments imposed by the 
Committee shall take effect only from the date of 
expiry of the period for filing the Appeal. 

(xl) If the Disciplinary Committee comes to conclusion 
that the Erring Member has to be cxpe’led, then 
a recommendation shall b« made to the Council of 
Management for its final decision".
